tion. We have until February 2&th to answer the enclosed petition 


and promise you we shall give vainstaking attention to your suit and 


employ our best endeavors to find a way out of your difficulties. 

You will notice that the contract declared upon appears to be 
the original form and to disregard the interlineations observed by you — 
when you saw the contract in Mr. Chapin's hands, 

We attach much importance to the incident of Mr. Withey's 


intexication and nis boisterous and rude conduct upon the only occasion. 


that he undertook to look after your welfare. Can you not recall the 
names of some of the persons present, including the person with whom. iiss. 
Keller was conversing when lir. Withey interrupted her and took her to a- 
carriage. It might be very helpful to have some of the persons present _ 
to testify by deposition. In order to take the depositions it will be 
necessary for you or for us to conduct some preliminary correspondence 
and ascertain whether they remember the incident. Kindly write to us 
whether you can recall the names of any of the persons who were present 
at this incident. 


It may also be important to know just what representations Mr.

Withey made to you at Portland before you signed the contract, in 
respect to his business ability and pecuniary responsibility. I recall 
that you told me, when at Mr. Dietz's house, you first declined to sign 
the contract and told Mr. Withey you had heard he was not a responsi- 
ble person. If in connection with his production of Mr. Bbehymer's 
correspondence, which he produced to show that he had been representing 
him, he told you he had been a success in this business and was vecuni- 
arily responsible and in that way induced you to change your mind and 
sign the contract, then the circumstance which came to your notice al- 
most immediately after the contract was Signed, that he was obliged to 


pledge his interest in the contract to Mr. Chapin in order to procure 


the necessary money to secure any bookings for you, and that he had come 


to you as an adventurer, on money loaned to him by Chapin, might relieve 


you of your obligations under the centrect. I hope you will be able to 


recall the conversation and all of its incidents, and also that you 
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Uo? ask Mr. Macy to give us a statement of what representations 
Mr. Withey made to him touching his business success and pecuniary 


responsibility.
